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To Hire 100 Idle Pass 

Men In Forestry Work

Progressing Satisfactorily 


BLA1RMORE — (INP Bureau) 
—8. R. Hughes, administrative 
officer of the Eastern Rockies 
Forest Conservation Board, an¬ 
nounced at a meeting of the 
Special Unemployment com¬ 
mittee in Blairmore last Thurs¬ 
day night that plans are being 
completed to hire 100 men im¬ 
mediately for forestry work in 
tills area. 

Mr. Hughes advised that al¬ 
though there has as yet been no 
confirmation as to the funds avail¬ 
able to do the work, that the work 
has been verbally agreed upon 
by the government. In response to 
this William Kovach, MLA, stated 
that he had been in conference 
with John Ferguson, liaison offi¬ 
cer of the department of indust¬ 
ries and labor, and that he had 
been advised that plans were being 
completed to hire 100 men. 

Mr. Hughes stated that it was 
proposed to hire from 40 to 50 
men the first week to prepare 
camps and that the second week 
would see. another 40 to 50 men 
employed. He said this was not re¬ 
lief for the miners but was work 
that was necessary. The employ¬ 
ment would give six months of 
steady work to the men and would 
last until the end of October. He 
indicated that the work would in¬ 
clude bridge building, construction 
rf rtunk roads, installation of tele¬ 
phone lines, building of camp 
shelters and new camp grounds, 
adding that there were about 70 
grounds being planned for the 
area, building of pack trails to re¬ 
mote areas for fire protection. He 
added the crews would also act as 
standbys in case of forest fires. 

Mr. Kovach said the department 
of water resources had also set 
aside $10,000 for river work in 
this area which wtould include 
dredging and rip-rapping work, 
and would employ more local men. 

Mr. Kovach also indicated that 
the construction of creeper grades 
in the area were being investigat¬ 
ed as well as construction of a 
new piece of road around Crows 
Nest Lake where huge boulders 
have been falling off of the sheer 
cliffs alongside the road. He said 
the road would be surveyed and if 
possible work started this season. 

He informed the meeting that 
the mining ureas of Drumheller, 
Lethbridge and the Crows Nest 
Pass had been declared an 
emergency area hy Premier 
Hanning and that requests had 
been made to municipalities to 
give miners pret'ernee when 
work was available. 

Working at Michel 
F. J. Lote, manager of the NES 
at Blairmore, and chairman of 
the meeting, advised that a 
number of men have already been 
placed in Michel mines and are 
commuting back and forth daily. 
He also stated that a number of 
men had secured work in Water- 
ton Park and that other men were 
being placed daily. He said only 
two men have applied for move¬ 
ment out of the town through the 
miners rehabilitation program. 
Check Mineral Deposits 
William Bird, general manager, 
cf the West Canadian Collieries, 
was questioned as to the progress 
being made on the possibility of 
a power plant for the area and 
on the possibility of a steel in¬ 
dustry for the raea. Mr. Bird 
stated that every channel was be¬ 
ing explored to bring a power 
plant to the area and that at the 
present time a number of geolo¬ 
gists have arrived here from 
France and are looking over the 
mineral deposits. 

Dave Young, manager of the 
Coleman Collieries indicated that 
Coleman Collieries were delving 
in the Japanese coal markets, and 
that representatives from Japan 
had visited the area recently and 
that samples of coal from Victory 
Creek had been taken back to 
Japan and had proved very satis¬ 
factory. He added that the Japan¬ 
ese will import coal if the quality 
is good and the price right. 

To ensure this market Mr. 
Young and Mayor Aboussafy of 
Coleman urged that all should be 
doen to get this market and sug¬ 
gested that three items should be 
sought: 1st, a subvention of export 
coal from $1 per ton to $2 per 
ton; secondly, the CPR should be 


approached regarding a special 
freight rate for this market, and 
thirdly, all efforts should be made 
to get a loading dock built at 
Vancouver to cut down costs of 
having to ship coal to Seattle and 
Portland for export. 

Coal Export 

S. G. Farrell, exporter of coal 
from Vancouver, gave a clear pic¬ 
ture on the facts dnd figures 
embraced in the exporting coal - 
business. Mr. Farrell whose par¬ 
ent company is in Portland, Ore¬ 
gon, said a bulk loading dock 
built at Vancouver, would not only 
prove extremely beneficial to the 
coal industry would tend to 

develop all industries in western 
Canada as there was a market in 
Japan and other countries. Bulk 
loading dock facilities would be 
used for shipping sulphur from 
this area as well as potash from 
Saskatchewan. He said a dock of 
this nature .would cost up to $15 
million. 

Mr. Farrell said it was the 
dream of Japanese industry to 
find a suitable coking coal in the 
west coast of either the States or 
Canada, rathing than having to 
import some three million tons 
annually from the east coast. To 
show how important coal was to 
Japan he said “cut off the coal 
from Japan for one month and 
the entire country would he 
paralyzed.” 

Mr. Farrell said the coal from 
Victory Creek at Coleman, was 
of good quality and was very suit- 
abel for Japan. Should the dock 
be built in Vancouver lie felt that 
the coal could be sold $2 per ton 
cheaper than if it had to be loaded 
at Seattle or Portland. 

Adding to Mr. Farrell’s talk, 
Mr. Young stated that the Jap¬ 
anese who had visited the Pass 
recently were satisfied with the 
quality of the coal from Victory 
Creek and that the men had re¬ 
turned to Japan to arrange finance 
and if the price of the local coal 
was right that a deal could pos¬ 
sibly be negotiated within two 
weeks to two months and could 
result in a long term contract. 

As a result of the meeting sev¬ 
eral briefs will be drawn up for 
presentation to the federal gov¬ 
ernment.

Coleman Qldtimer 
Found Dead 

The sands of time have run 
out for another one of Cole- - 
man’s oldtimers, Mr. William 
Brown, who came to Coleman 
many years ago. Mr. Brown 
was found dead on his ranch 
west of Coleman on Sunday 
last by Mr. T. Lloyd who had 
gone to visit him. 

Mr. Brown was 76 years of 
age and had worked for many 
years in the International 
mine. He retired a few years 
ago on the Miners Welfare 
Pension and was a member 
of the Catholic faith and the 
U.M.W.A. 

Born in Ireland, he came to 
Canada and Coleman in 1906, 
leaving Coleman to work in 
Saskatchewan for a period of 
two years, returning here in 
1908 when he found employ¬ 
ment in the McGillivray mine 
as a fireman, later going to 
International where he was 
employed until retirement. 

There is no known survi¬ 
vors in Canada and R.C.M.P. 
state that there was no in¬ 
quest as Mr. Brown died from 
natural causes.

Powerful impact... 

Of a aood man's life

One of the more poignant memories oi our youth is 
that of attending, in company with other Boy Scouts and 
with the Girl Guides, Brownies and Cubs of Saskatoon, 
the memorial service held in St. John’s Cathedral on the 
occasion of the death ot Lord Baden-Powell. At that time 
we had but a sketchy appreciation of the magnificence 
of the Chief Scout’s life but we sensed, even then, the im¬ 
portance of the occasion. We knew that men and women 
and boys and girls of all ages, in nearly every civilized 
nation, on that day, were taking time out from their pre¬ 
occupation with a global war to acknowledge their sad¬ 
ness and sense of loss at this great man's passing. It was 
not until many years later that we realized that it was an 
occasion unique in history—that no other man has ever 
been so universally loved and respected. 

Sixteen years have passed and have left behind them 
a deeper understanding of the impact which this single 
life has had upon the world we live in. Here was a soldier 
who truly beat his sword into a ploughshare—and used 
it to cultivate the most fertile field the earth can offer. 
When one considers the vastness of the reservoir of inter¬ 
national goodwill that the Scout and Guide movements 
have engendered throughout the world one cannot help 
but wonder if any other human being has ever made such 
a contribution toward the establishment of the peace we 
all hope for.

New approach to obscene literature 

(From The Casket, Antigonish, Nova Scotia) 

A Juvenile Court judge in Indiana has come forward 
with what looks like a good suggestion. He has declared 
open warfare on magazine dealers displaying or selling 
obscene reading matter. He plans to charge such dealers 
with contributing to the delinquency of minors. 

The judge said that when he receives a report of 
obscene literature being sold or displayed for sale he 
plans to dispatch a probation officer to investigate, and 
then act on the basis of the investigation. 

By charging dealers with contributing to the delin¬ 
quency of minors, he said, it is possible to escape entangle¬ 
ment in the legalities of defining what is obscene. Defini¬ 
tion of the term has been the difficulty in enforcing laws 
against obscene literature in the past. 

"It is much easier to decide on the issue of contribut¬ 
ing to the delinquency of children than it is for a court 
to decide the question of obscenity," the Judge said. "In 
this sense, then, enforcement of endecent literature can 
be facilitated." 

This novel approach to the problem seems worth pur¬ 
suing in Canada. 
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Watch Those Tires 

OTTAWA—A small truck has a 
flat tire on a suburban highway 
stretch and the driver pulls off to 
the curb to fix it—but not all the 
way off. The truck’s tail-end juts 
into the traffic lane, a second 
vehicle crashes it, kills the driver 
while he’s fixing the flat and .sends 
the man in charge of the second 
vehicle to hospital with terrible in¬ 
juries. Truck and car are practic¬ 
ally demolished, the damage estim¬ 
ated in thousands of dollars. Police 
in this case blamed both drivers— 
the victim for not pulling his truck 
completely off the pavement and 
the other for failing to see the 
parked truck. 

Relating this incident, an official 
of the Canadian Highway Safety 
Conference pointed to an important 
factor that was—and usually is— 
neglected. That factor was the flat 
tire. Why, asked W. H. Funston of 
Hamilton, Ont., CHSC treasurer, 
should the tire have been allowed 
to reach a condition that set off a 
fatal chain of circumstances? Tires 
cannot repair nor maintain them¬ 
selves only their owners can know 
when they need repairs or replace¬ 
ments and only the owner can 
bring those things about. That 
goes for all vehicle maintenance- 
brakes, headlights, rear and stop 
lights, tires, steering and wheel 
alignment, exhaust system and 
muffler, windshield wipers, glass 
areas, horn, rear-view mirror and 
others, said Mr. Funston. 

“No car”, he said, “can repair 
itself any more than you can ‘un¬ 
happen’ an accident. The most in¬ 
excusable accidents are the ones 
that result from inadequate vehicle 
maintenance. Any intelligent driv¬ 
er can tell by a calm, casual in¬ 
spection of his car if there’s some¬ 
thing serious wrong with it, or by 
sensing something wrong in the 
Teel’ of his car as he drives. That

“All 
he has to do is have the vital items 
ot his car checked, and thus know 
his vehicle is safe. If he knows 
that, then you and I—and that 
driver—are safe from possible in¬ 
jury or death, as a result of mech¬ 
anical failure on the part of his 
vehicle.” 

Prevent 
Forest Fires 

With grim recollection of the 
238 forest fires in Alberta last 
year, the Forest Protection branch 
of the Provincial Department of 
Lands and Forests is busy prepar¬ 
ing for the 1957 forest season. 

With 79 per cent of last year’s 
fires - caused by human careless¬ 
ness, the department is emphasiz¬ 
ing the urgency of public co-opera¬ 


tion to keep this year’s losses 
down. 

In the northern forested area 
of the province where the great¬ 
est fire incidence has been report¬ 
ed there are 142,000 square miles 
of wooded area to supervise. Thfe 
71 District Forest Officers in this 
area of the province are spread 
thinly, each responsible for well 
over 2,000 square miles of forest. 

Last year, fire suppression cost 
more than $620,000. Of this, more 


than $22,000 was spent on aircraft 
assistance for 372 hours of flying 
lime for fixed wing and helicopter 
aircraft. These planes were used 
to help fight 34 fires, and em¬ 
ployed on three different patrols 
of danger areas. 

1 Greatest percentage of fir t e caus¬ 
es was by human agency, include 
ii;g incendiary fires. Lightning 
caused only 16 per cent and five 
per eenj of the fires were of un¬ 
known causes. 


Most fires were big fires. —23 
per cent of last year’s destructive 
blazes were Class E fires, affect¬ 
ing more than 500 acres of forest. 
Class D fires, covering from 100 
to 500 acres, came to 20 per cent 
of the total as did the small blaze 
less than one quarter acre in size. 

This is the ’season when forests 
begin to open for pleasure and 
commercial use. Their safety de¬ 
pends on public watchfulness and 
care.

Survivors include his wife Mary 
of Ladysmith; a stepson, Alex Cyr 
of Cowley; four brothers, Fred at 
Whitehorse; Louis, Lawrence and 
George, all of Victoria, B. C., and 
several nieces and nephews. He 
was predeceased by a brother and 
his parents several years ago. 

Funeral services were conduct¬ 
ed from St. Andrew’s Catholic 
Church in Victoria, B. C. Inter¬ 
ment was in the Catholic ceme¬ 
tery. 

Campaign To Cut 
Down Accidents 
To Children 

Coroner’s reports, hospital acci¬ 
dent summaries and other sour¬ 
ces give grim testimony to the 
number and types of deaths and 
accidents suffered by Alberta chil¬ 
dren last year and previously. A 
campaign sponsored by the Alberta 
Department of Health and sup¬ 
ported by Home and School groups 
Red Cross. Alberta Safety League. 
Boy Scouts. Girl Guides and oth¬ 
ers, gets underway this month to 
help cut down on child accident 
tolls. 

Last year 132 deaths of children 
under 14 years of age were re¬ 
ported in Alberta. Of these 56 per 
cent were children four years of 
age or under, and 84 per cent were 
nine years of age or under; 76 per 
cent of deaths were attributable 
to causes resulting from adult ne¬ 
glect or carelessness. 

Motor vehicle accidents took the 
greatest toll, with 44 deaths. More 
than half of these were children 
under five years of age. One quart¬ 
er of them were killed by falls 
from car or truck doors, and 57 
per cent were hit by car or truck. 
Farm tractors were also respon¬ 
sible, killing four tots last year. 

Heaviest toll from drownings 
lay in the five to 14 year group, 
and of all. the 32 drowning deaths 
34 per cent occurred on farms 
from tylls into dugouts, ponds or 
cisterns. 

Asphyxia caused by choking 
over food while - in bed, and 56 
per cent of the deaths were child¬ 
ren one year and under. 

Fourteen children were killed in 
fires, scaldings and gas explosions 
while nine died of accidental gun¬ 
shot wounds. Four tots died from 
mechanical mishaps as in machin¬ 
ery, on railway tracks and from 
electric shocks. 

Miscellaneous death causes in¬ 


cluded a child falling down stairs, 
one failing from a go-cart, one 
youngster hit by a hockey puck, 
and another struck by lightning. 

Poison accounted ' for three 
deaths, one as a result of error 
in medication given by an adult, 
and two from children eating poi¬ 
son found outside, left for animals. 

Last year, ipore than 5,000 chil¬ 
dren were admitted to Alberta hos¬ 
pitals for treatment for accidental 
injuries. Alertness of adults to 
possible causes of these mishaps 
could reduce the accident an<j 
death toll considerably. 

The Save a Child campaign is 
designed for this purpose. 

Pub-keeper claims 
Monacan throne 

A pub-keeper in a British vil¬ 
lage claims he is the true heir 
to the Monacan throne, it was dis¬ 
closed in a recent issue of a Ca¬ 
nadian magazine. 

George 'Frederick Grimaldi, who 
says his real title is 13th Marquis 
of the ancient house of Grimaldi 
in Monaco, offers evidence that 
he and his wife have a better 
right to occupy the throne of 
Monaco than Prince Rainier III, 
and his movie star princess, the 
former Grace Kelly. 

In an exclusive interview Gri¬ 
maldi said that the College of 
Heralds made the “fullest inquir¬ 
ies” into his grandfather’s gene¬ 
alogy and gave him a pedigree 
which showed him to,be in direct 
line of descent from an exiled mar¬ 
quis of Monaco, who, he asserts, 
was cheated out of the throne 
back in 1731. In that year Prince 
Antonio, the ruling prince, died, 
leaving no male heir. His eldest 
daughter was placed on the throne 
despite a law which the English 
Grimaldis contend was in effect 
at that time, prohibiting a woman 
from inheriting. This daughter was 
matched with a French count who 
arbitrarily took on the name of 
Grimaldi and the family’s coat of 


scended from Antonio’s younger 
brother Alessandro, who allegedly 
should have inherited as the r next 
of the male line, but who incurred 
the disfavor of the King of France 
and fled to England. 

Prince Rainier is descended 
through the female line and thus, 
claim Alessandro’s progeny, he is 
not really entitled to the throne. 

The publican’s grandfather, the 
11th Marquis, contested the reign¬ 
ing prince's rule in 1912, but was 
refused. Now George Frederick 
says he’s happy in his pub — but 
admits “it would be rather nice” 
to fly the Monaco pennant from 
the - bonnet of his ancient Austin. 

Good news 
for Canadian 
potato growers 

The statement made by Federal 
Finance Minister Harris in Ottawa 
recently will be heartening to Ca¬ 
nadian potato growers from Prince 
Edward Island to Victoria, and par¬ 
ticularly at this time when a sur¬ 
plus of American potatoes is be¬ 
ing offered on both sides of the 
line at prices that do not cover 
production costs. With a surplus 
approximating 40 million bushels 
of late varieties from the 1956 
crop in the five big potato States 
bordering on Canada, the market¬ 
ing outlook for the balance of the 
Canadian crop of 1956 has been 
indeed gloomy. Canadian produc¬ 
ers had no option but to offer their 
potatoes at the same shipping point 
price as American potatoes, and, 
In some instances, at a loss. For 
example, the transportation costs 
are less on potatoes moved from 
Moses Lake, Wash., to Vancouver, 
British Columbia, than from Grand 
Forks or Okanagan Valley points 
to Vancouver, and since there has 
been no duty on these potatoes, it 
meant that the Canadian grower 
was at a disadvantage in his own 
Canadian markets, compared to the 
American producer. 

American new potatoes will still 
enter Canada free of duty from 
January 1st to June 14th inclusive, 
but the late varieties will be sub¬ 
ject to the new tariff of 87V4c per 
cwt the year round. 

This culmlnaltiee 10 years of 
work by the potato producers’ or¬ 
ganisations in Canada through the 
Canadian Horticultural Council for 
a fair and reasonable adjustment of 
this tariff item. The Federal gov¬ 
ernment finally took action in 1956 
after all potato organizations in 
Canada had concurred in a single 
presentation to the govemmeat, 
and to the Tariff Board. Prior to 
that time there was no uniformity 
in the representations by the po¬ 
tato growers to the government, 
and nothing was done. 

The new tariff is very nominal, 
being one half of the regular tar¬ 
iff rate impoeed by United States. 


United States has, since 1938, al¬ 
lowed the import of one million 
buBhels of table potatoes and 1 Vt 
million bushels of seed potatoes 
per year, and since 1948 it has 
been 2% million bushels, at a spe¬ 
cial rate of 37V4c per cwt. This 
special quota of table potatoes 
represented about one-quarter of 
one per cent of all American po¬ 
tential requirements and so could 
not be regarded as any substantial 
concession on their part. Under the 
arrangement just negotiated Unit¬ 
ed States will still permit the en¬ 
try of 600,000 bushels of table po¬ 
tatoes and 1,900,000 bushels of 
seed potatoes at tho special tariff 
rate c^f 3l%c per cwt. 

Plants in Ontario and Quebec 
largely account for Canadian pro¬ 
duction of patent and proprietary 
medicines and pharmaceuticals.
